.HIS is the picture I saw 


last January In France— 
and you 
have 
mercifully 


changed it! 
Color enough 


there was—above, the eter- 
nal blue; 
in the 
back- 


ground, fields of living green, which 
the German shells could not prevent 
from creeping back; in the middle 
foreground, a long village street so 
battered and burned 
that 
it was 


merely a canyon 
of 
cream-colored 


ruins. In front of one little broken 
house were four figures in black— 
an old woman, poking among the 
fallan stones In a. vain 
search 
for 


something that could be 
used; 
a 


younger woman, seated on what had 
once been a doorstep, with her face 
hidden In her arms, and a little boy 
and girl, who stared, half frightened, 
half curious, at the desolation about 
them. Th« little boy held in his thin 
hand a Red Cross flag. All four were 
pale and gaunt; the faces and bodies 
of the children showed none of the 
round curves that make the beauty 
of a child. 


This Is their history: 
When the 


war broke out, Mme. 
Pellier, 
her 


mother and her four youngex children 
were -visiting her husband's mother in 
the north of France. Her husband 
and two elder sons were at home In 
Lorraine taking care of the summer 
crops. Then the war! 
The mother- 


in-law of Mme. Pellier was ill and 
could not be left. 
Her old mother 


was afraid to travel to Lorraine with 
the full care of the four children. Be- 
fore they could all start together the 
Germans invaded. Bad news Is al- 
lowed to come Into Northern France, 
and so as the months passed Mme. 
Pellier learned that her village home 


husband and, two 
sons had 
been 


killed. 
Except for the Belgian Re- 


lief Commission, which operates 
in 


Northern France also, she and ner 
little ones would have starved out- 
right. At the best they were under- 
nourished. Then the great push be- 
gan, and hopes fox France grew high. 
Bu't as the French soldiers advanced 
they had to bombard the 
northern 


towns. Mme. Pelller begged the Ger- 
mans to let her go awav with her 
children—even Into Germany. 
This 


was refused. She tried to seek safety 
in some cellar whenever there was a 
bombardment 
Nevertheless a shell 


killed two of her children. 


POUND HER HOME GONE. 


Home gone, husband gone, brave 


soldier sons gone, little, tender boys 
torn into shreds! That woman's face 


iiated. They knew the infinite relief 
of crossing into Switzerland and then 
into Haute-Savoie. From there they 
went to Louaine. Mme. Pellier hoped 
that, even though her 
village had 


been bombarded, her 
home 
might 


have escaped 
She found nothing ex- 


cept her bare fields 


You 
changed 
that 
picture, you 


Americans, who can never be bom- 
barded, who can never lose through 
w'ar 
five out of the seven dearest to 


vou. 
It was not jour husband and 


children who died; not 
your 
wife 


who was widowed; not your 
little 


ones who came back, bony and tuber- 
cular, to a home that had vanished. 
Not jours, but only the grace of ac- 
cident saved you; not yours, but it 
might have been and so jou 
the picture. You could 
with your own hands 
stones into a home, nor till the fields, 
nor bring Mme. Pellier back to hope 
and the children back to health But 
through the Red Cross jou saved the 
remnants of that family that had sruf- 
fered as you might have suffered. 


THINGS THE RED CROSS DID. 
You took the mother of Mme Pel- 


lier to a Red Cross hospital to be 
treated for anaemia 
You took 
the 


little girl, who was in the first stages 
of tuberculosis, to a Red Cross sani- 
tarium. 
You found a 
place which 


could be made habitable 
for Mme. 


Pellier near her fields which she was 
anxious to till. You gave her clothes 
and furniture; you got her seeds, you 
lent her implements. Tou sent a vis- 
iting doctor to watch over her health 
and that of her little boy. You sent 
nurses, who achieved the mighty vic- 
tory of making her and the child take 
baths. Later you persuaded her to let 
him eo to a rpfuee not 
far 
awav 


where he might attend school 
and 


where she could 
often 
visit him. 


Through the help of your Red Cross 
hope and courage and ambition have 


rebuilding her fam^y life.

gest thing one human being can do 
for another you, if you are a helper

what Markham says about labor 


nnd its dignity I am far more im- 
pressed than when I read Ruskin, 
Carlyle, or any of the mere theorists. 
They wrote "about" labor. He "lived" 
labor, and wrote about life. One can 
feel that Markham realizes that "work 
has fate In It"; for the spirit in which 
a man does his work is creating or 
destroying his character, hour by 
hour. Then, too, as I see his vigorous, 
muscular frame, his magnificently de- 
veloped lungs, and experience his tire- 
less energy I see how much labor has 
done for him In body, and I receive a 
new thrill when I read such sentences 
as "Light-heart love that finds no la- 
bor mean." "Blessed Is the man who 
has found his work," exclaimed Wil- 
liam Morris, but thrice-blessed he 
who has found work that pleases and 
satisfies tho demands of his three- 
fold nature, body, mind, soul. 
When 


each la being "built up cy joyous ex- 
«rcl«* how full of satisfaction life is. 
And only when the world thus learns 


physical labor goes hand in.hand 


with joy and mental and spiritual cul- 
ture, ar>d pi»n;al workers fiid a spir- 
itual uplift in doing pome of the need- 
ed phvsical work of the world, will a 
true solution of the vexing labor prob- 
lem b« reached. 


Thus working; thinking; reading, 


those of any spreading chestnut tree 
that Longfellow saw and sang about 
and cutting off Interfering branches, 
they cut down saplings and made a 
fence completely around the tree, thus 
giving them as fine a school house as 
heart could desire. The branches made 
the roof thick and dense^and it was 
comfortable at all times in the sum- 
mer, save when the rain and light- 
ning came. As soon as It was ready, 
or even before, the scholars-to-be had 
made a raid on the various stores of 
the settlement, and had bought boxes 
for desks and chairs.

While still in the impressionable 


period of his young life Markham 
came under the influence of this high- 
ly spiritual and powerful personality.

were present, Markham again read 
his poem. Two of those who heard it 
that night have spoken of the quiet',

municipal control of fisheries in Oak- 
land is as follows: That, a board of 
fisheries be appointed to investigate 
and find out the grafters that are 
now in tbe fish trust. 
After finding 


who the grafters are, the Investigat- 
ors are to report them. This board 
is also to have 
control over 
the 


catching and marketing of the fish. 
Lake Merritt Is to be used as a 
breeding place for fish. This board 
of fisheries is to run in co-operation 
with the university zoological depart- 
ment for experimentation.

this proposed plan of 


municipal control.

There existed in those days. In Oak- 


[ land, a political cabal or clique which 
^.controlled the land destinies of the 
tlncipient city. 
They had 
squatted 


;upon the holdings of Spanish dons, 
a.nd by force of arms and Intlmida- 


• tion, wrested it from them. 
They 


• had mapped out their streets as they 
i saw fit, and the early courts. Judicial 
; processes and punitive institutions, 
i -were of their making-. Built upon ar- 
I rogant disregard of right, their opera- 
| tion caused many a heartache and 
\ much litigation, some of which has 


remained even to the present day, un- 
settled in the courts. 


PRINCIPAL VTCTOI. 


One of the principal victims of this 


tiystem of early land ethics was a, set- 
tler .named Hardy—Lowell P. Hardy 
—who -with his wife and two sons, 
-purchased land and built his home 
::on a grant of land west of Market 
street. 
His holding1 extended from 


' the ' gstuary on the south to what is 


v""^"'Fourteenth street on the north, 


from Linden street toward the 


!—a tract of some 100 acres, 
paid $15 an acre for -the land, 


which today is worth many millions. 
In those days, tne place \vtug KUUWUI 
as'tha "Hardy ranch" and. waa the 
pasture ground lor. many head of Tine 
cattle. 


Shortly after lie was firmly estab- 


lished 
Hardy received word 
from 


one of the pioneer real estate con- 
cerns of .the city that he was occupy- 
ing their land,. Being a peaceful man 
and unable to contest the situation he 
again purchased title to the property 
and settled down to its enjoyment 
In 1S85 he "was again served with a 
notice by the same concern that a 
flaw had occurred in the transaction 
and that the land had been sold to 
others. This time Hardy acted. He 
had twice purchased the property and 
he resolved the third time to fight 
for. it. 


Strapping or. a Colt .45 and drop- 


ping a shotgun in the crook of his 
arm, he mounted his pony and, ac- 


; companied by an Indian boy, Bueno, 


and his faithful 
dog. Hardy 
rode 


through the -wild country between his 
ranch and the office at First and 
Main streets, where the land-grab- 
bing contingent 
maintained 
head- 


quarters. Dismounting, Hardy strode 
into 
the 
office 
-where, 
gathered 


, around the table, were the men who 


had twice sold him title to the prop- 
erty. With the impassive Indian be- 
side him. Hardy patted the stock of 
his shotgun and made a. eoe«ch—the 
first and only speech he ever made in 
his life. 


"THIS IS MY TITLE. 


"This is my title to the land," he 


said, "on \vhich I have built my home. 
ICow come and take it!" 


Turning on' his heel, he walked out 


of the place. A few days later, while 
Hardy was In his yard milking the 
cows, he saw a party of men ride up 
and dismount beside the bars that 
did- duty for a gate. Hardy called to 
his-son Frank, and together they ran 
to the house and closed the door. The 
men advanced to the house and one 
of them who had been sworn in as a 
deputy sheriff to act for the real es- 
tate ring, demanded that Hardy open 
the door. 
Hardy refused. 
Johnson 


and his friends then procured a fence 
rail and battered in the door. 


As Johnsun stepped Into the open- 


Ing a shot rang out and the deputy 
dropped backward, shot through the 
heart. 
With his wife and children 


clinging to him. Hardy jumped over 
the 
dead body of 
the deputy and 


covering the other two men with his 
weapon, 
ordered 
them 
from 
the 


premises. 
Neighbors, who saw the 


episode, came to Hardy's assistances 
and placing Johnson's body on a cart 
took it to the city hall of those days 
which still stands at 314 Broadway, 
between Third and Fourth streets, 
where the remains were turned over 
to Judge Ferris. 


In the meantime Hardy, realizing 


that he had little chancfe for a fair 
trial under the circumstances, 
sad- 


dled a horse, took a week's provisions 
and accompanied by.his faithful In- 
dian boy, his dog and two friends, 
Alttrshall Curtis and James Martin, 
set out for .Martinez, Contra Costa 
county. All night tjjey^rode, through 
wild and uninhabited country, shun- 
ning the San Pablo and Moraga trails 
as liable to bring them across search- 
ing posses, and passing over the Con- 
tra Costa range, now known as the 
Berkeley hills, through Wildcat can- 
yon and Brion's valley. The sun was 
just touching the tip of Alount Diablo 
when. 
travel-stained 
and 
weary. 


Hardy arrived at his destination and 
surrendered to the sheriff of Contra 
Costa county. 


HISTORY WAS MADE. 


That same night history was made 


in Oakland. Fellow settlers of Hardy, 
who had been victimized in their 
land dealings with the ring in power, 
gathered at the town hall to attend 
the inquest 
Into the death of the 


deputy, Johnson. 
They were men 


whose 
names have since become 


known to every Oaklander who knows 
anything of the history of his city. 
They included such men as John 
Eoss. James McDevill. John Potter, 
Charles Keane, 
L>eacon Thompson, 


Judge Fogg, Franklin Warner, Cap- 
tain Rosasa and Zeno Kelly. 
They 


came in force and each man carried 
the weapons that he had used to fight 
his way across the wild passes and 
valleys of early California. 
, 
The inquest waa he!d. 
The jury 


was impanelled and the judge on the 
bench took the evidence. 
AVhen it 


was all finished, there came a tense 
moment The jury looked at the little 
knot of determined men — Indian 
fighters, tillers of the soil, men whose 
kind were the sinew and bone of the 
nation from which they had sprung-. 
And In that look they registered the 
passing of the old order of thincs and 
the establishment' of law and order 
upon'a right basis. 
With no one 


actually to testify that Hardy had 
been seen to fire the fatal shot, the 
jury took refuge in the safety of a 
technicality. 
The verdict was that 


the deputy Johnson had come to his 
death at the hands of persons un- 
known. 


Hardy returned to his home and 


his children unmolested. He lived to 
see the city he had helped to found 
grow from the rougn wilderness of 
his younger days. His land was sliced 
through for a railroad—the first in 
California—that 
later 
became 
the 


Seventh-street local. His ravines were 
filled In to make way for homes and 
railroad shops. All that he had built 
passed out to give way for modern 
growths that have bullded a city upon 
a forest. 
But the lesson of human 


rights which Hardy taught the squat- 
ters of his day at the muzzle of his 
shotgun, will always remain. 
For 


the era of law and orrler which he 
Inaugurated was the greatest single 
factor 
in the 
city's 
growth 
and 


marked the sharp transition from the 
lawlessness of early days to the spirit 
of progress which is the dominant 
motif of the Oakland of today. 


(Note:

Oakland's first

And so President 
"Wilson,

^ipon the suggestion of General Persh- 
ing, has instituted several new hon- 
ors and methods of awarding them, 
news of which has thrilled many a lad 
"over there" who has volunteered for 
the. "listening watch" and come back 
to tell the tale. 


Like the French system, courage, 


heroism, bravery, or the signal perfor- 
mance of duty—incidentally, at home 
as well as in France—are to be re- 
warded, and rewarded, be it noted, 
without regard to military rank. And 
so democratic are the new awards 
that women may win the honors upon 
the same basis as men. And why not? 


To be sure, America has not hitherto 


entirely ignored her gallant soldiers 
who have served her with conspicuous 
valor, for since the Civil War, the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor has been 
greatly coveted, although but little 
known. 


These are the new decorations that 


the boys over there are waiting to win: 


First — The JDistinguished Service 


Cross. 
' Second—The Distinguished Service 
Medal. 


Third—War service chevrons. 
Fourth—Wound chevrons. 
Coupled 
with the 
Congressional 


Medal of Tonor, these new decorations 
give to the American soldier virtually 
the same rewards for especial service 
that are offered in the French and 
British armies—the British with their 
Victoria Cross and the French with 
their Medaille Militaire. To these the 
American 
Congressional Medal of 


Honor—sometimes referred to as the 
"Valor Medal" "or "American Star of 
Val or"—corresp on ds. 


As yet no measures have been taken 


to provide special honors for the navy, 
the only reward now available to the 
men who go down in ships to fight be- 
ing the Congressional Medal of Honor.

It is a matter of recent memory that 


no representative of America could ac- 
cept honors or decorations from for- 
eign powers, by a provision of the con- 
stitution. But now comes the Hulbert 
bill, which reads: 


"Every person v, ho. since Ausrustl,

any foreign nation a medal, cross, rib- 
bon, wreath, or other Insignia, of honor 
for frallantrv or meritorious <=prv'rn<! of 
any kind rnav retain and wear the 
same under the rules governing its 
display: and all acts or parts of nets 
contrary to the letter or the spirit of 
this provision are hereby repealed "

Not the sneaky, despicable, subter- 


fuge sandwich, which must camou- 
flage drinlc with food, but an honesi., 
God-fearing sandwich, a whole-souled 
dish of beans, meant only to satisfy 
hunger. 


Then, and then only, does the re- 


stricted'beverage become a component 
part of a bona fide meal as represent- 
ed by straightforward beans and sand- 
wiches. 


.To give due weight to this pronun- 


ciamento the opinion cautions: 


"There can be no reasonable doubt 


that under some 
circumstances a 


sandwich or a dish o£ beans might 
constitute a meal. This would depend 
principally upon the person to be 
served and the condition of his appe- 
tite. 


"It must be remembered, however, 
that the sandwich and dish of tfeans 
are notorious and have become mock- 
eries because of their widespread use 
to evade the provisions now before us. 
Their use, therefore, must be \iuwed 
with suspicion 
" 


Thus the mere ordering of the fes- 


tive bean or the rubbed sandwich is 
not enough to make them bona fide, 
even if the customer simulate by ex- 
pression and wail the pangs of starva- 
tion. The law states in positive terms 
that Intoxicating drinks may be served 
only "for CONSUMPTION WITH such 
MEALS"—the capitals are the opin- 
ion's, which poes on to sav: 


KEDVCE SALE. 


"The people tell us in no uncertain 


terms that they wish the sale of liquor 
reduced to an irreducible minimum, 
and, accordingly, they require as a 
condition precedent for 
service of 


liquor that the restaurant or hotel cus- 
tomer, or the club member must be 
ACTUALLY PARTAKING of, that is, 
EATING A BONA FIDE meal, pur- 
chased in good faith, and not bought 
for the purpose of obtaining liquor; 


j uecau»e oona. iiu« means in guuJ faith, 
•without fraud or deception." 


So, the opinion holds, liquor may 


not be served, nor can orders for 
liquor bo legally given "until the cus- 
tomer has given evidence of good faith 
by commencing' to consume or eat 
such food or meal." 


Olives, green, uncooked vegetables 


and crackers and'cheese are specifi- 
cally frowned upon by the jurists as 
not constituting bonatide rne.ils 


To prove that a sandwich is a meal 


—sometimes—the opinion sums up 
thtisly: 


"For the foregoing reasons, it is our 


opinion that while a sandwich might 
be, and sometimes does, constitute a 
meal, the real test is the Rood faith 
and absence of fraud and deception."

It is particularly enjoined that 


letters, postcards and packages be 
not addressed with lead pencil, 
and that every piece of mail mat- 
ter bear the name and address of 
the sender so that In case of non- 
aehvery letters may be promptly 
returned to the senders/ 


rSE STUOXG WRAPPERS. 
The long transit taken by the 


mail before it reaches the delivery 
points abroad calls for the use of

" Psychologists hare begun to study the 
new horn behavior of infants. Several of 
th«m, under the supervision of Prof. 
John B. Watson of the Johns Hopkins 
TJniversity, have announced unbiased and 
well-controlled observations of the ac- 
tivities of infants a few minutes after 
birth. 


Sneezing seems to be about the earliest 


response of the infant to world realities. 


Yawning -was recorded twice by Miss 


Margaret Gray Blanton within five min- 
utes after the youngster was born. 


Tn th» course of a child's birth the cry, 


which takes in air and expands me luugs 
for the first time, is rarely spontaneous. 
Most frequently the doctor or the nurse 
must spank, rub or slap the back and 
buttocks of the little one the instant it 
sees light. This birth cry may 
ranee 


from a weak staccato A to a raucous 
noisy G. 


THE FIRST "TRICKS." 


From one minute to 20 minutes-after 


tb* infant is born, sneezing, yawning, 
real tears, sucking, fixing the eyes on 
light, putting the thumb into the mouth, 
jumping to loud sounds, grasping the 
tiny fiat, crying, puckering the mouth 
and pulling down its corners, follow- 
ing a moving hand with the eyes, turn- 
ing the head to get air when placed on 
Its face, and the cry of anger are only 
*. few of the muscle actions directly an- 
swering definite impressions. 


The* perfection with which the baby is 


endowed by inheritance or instinct to 
these and many other sensations ex- 
plains why children form helpfully good 
or troublesome bad habits within a few 
minutes or a few hours after birth. 
It 


Is the impression they learn to expect 
In the first hours of life, which mak« 
them a comfort or a trouble, spoiled or 
unspoiled. 


THE SIMPLE REASON. 


If during the first hour of its birth the 


little one receives certain returns when 
It cries, iuch as one's firm arms or rock- 
ing, it thereafter demands to be picked 
up and petted, and so is spoiled. 


The responses of the child during tho 


first day, week and month to the pres- 
sure, 
warmth, support or what 
not, 


makes an impression that is linked up 
in a chain called a habit. 
It is almost 


impossible thereafter to break up that 
habit. . ' 
Obviously, a little self-denial, obedi- 


ence to modern methods of training and 
regularity in nursing, bathing and lifting 
the infant will result in the absence of 
bad habits and decidedly less—worry and 
trouble on the parent's part.

When 
done, chop them fine and season them 
with salt, pepper and butter, mixing w-ell. 


Dandelions are also used as a salad 


either cooked and cold or raw.

raw leaves are used, be sure that they 
are only the tiny young leaves. They are 
also good when cooked with other greens 
and an especially good combination is a 
mixture of dandelions, spinach and celery 
leaves cooked together and seasoned well.

The three, members of the Auditorium committee 


who favored the re-engagement of Frederic Schiller, 
enemy alien, as inuncipal symphony conductor; at 
double the salary that he had been getting, and were 
denounced by the minority member, Supervisor Hay- 
den, who accused them of taking orders from Berlin, 
such reflection on their patriotism causing them great 
mental distress and compelling them to relinquish 
their purpose as to Schiller, are taking belated coin- 
fort. Supervisor Hayden, who conducts the Ferry 
Cafe, was one of the six restaurateurs convicted by a 
jury of restaurant men of violating the wheat-saving 
regulations. Naturally the three supervisors were in- 
terested that their accuser should thus be shown up as 
violating a war law. But they were somewhat dis- 
gusted to see him get off with a fine of S25. His part- 
ner declared that the waiters had been notified as to 
the wheat regulations and had observed them, notwith- 
standing the verdict. Hayden's experience is not an 
offset for the damage done the three opposing super- 
visors in bawling them out as taking orders from 
Berlin, but it helps some. And it all promotes the 
gaiety of those not directly concerned and who are able 
to appreciate a comic situation when they see it. 


It is rather late for Christinas stories, but I stum- 


bled on one that may not have lost its timeliness. It 
is about a certain supervisor who has been credited 
with being the patron saint of the jitney contingent, 
and thought to bring joy to the traffic policemen on 
the day when good will is turned on so plentifully. 
There are fifty traffic policemen, and to remember 
them all is quite a, job. It takes considerable clerical 
work, not to mention stationery and stamps. Especially 
was the exertion considerable in this case, as each 
traffic cop was remembered with a bona fide check. 
When it is stated that each check was for the sum of 
?2 it can be computed that the total cash outlay alone 
was §100. The idea seems to have been to soften up 
the traffic cops in their treatment of jitney drivers. 
It can readily be seen that this was a natural effort 
in one who was expected to see the jitney drivers 
through, and who profits as their guardian in official 
circles.

There has been trouble there 
lately, the .superintendent having kept up the celebra- 
tion started at the time of the famous launching. 
The former supervisor, who was made a health in- 
spector at §150 a month on the expiration of Ms super- 
visorial term at the first of the year, was not inter- 
ested in the mayor's offer. There is no dissenting 
opinion at the City Hall that his decision was good 
business. More than one who is conversant with tilings 
as they get done is able to explain that a berth as 
health inspector at §130, as the public health is now 
conserved, will get farther in the direction that most 
men are looking than a job at S.'5t)0 up country, watch- 
ing them build ships. 
City Teaming 


The city is a considerable employer of teams. For 


the month of April it kept 111 at work. These are 
allowed £7 a day for team and driver. Furnishing 
tiicsc teams is regular political patronage. A long 
lime ago such work may have been given to the plod- 
cling teamster who owned a team. Now it is given to 
the person who ha-- a pull with the Board of Works. 
Hnrdly jiny of those who are engaged on public work 
own their outfits. TlK"-e are hired from somebody who 
make* it a luisiru--, to supply oiiffifs. Teams are fur- 
nished for .§:',.."() a day. This leaves §3.<">C for the driver. 
Some of those, whose names apjn-ar on the list furnish 
several tennis. Their profii is the difference between 
what ihey pay drhers and what is allowed by the city. 
It is even claimed that certain proprietor.* ot outfits 
«re favored and 1 canisters given to understand where

Next Year's Budget 


Auditor Boyle estimates that the assessment roil 


of the city will be ?5,2oO,000 larger than it was last 
year—that it will reach the figure of §5oO.OOO,000. He 
hfis pr^np'-er] n budget, ns |i<> j^ vnonirecl bv law to do. 
which estimates that §15,7:]1,1G3.SU will be required to 
run the city for the fiscal year commencing July 1. 
This is $9,375 more than was raised last year, and §(53,- 
155 more than the year before. 
One source of income 


that has furnished well on toward a million dollars 
has become precarious. 
That is saloon licenses. There 


has already been an appreciable falling-oil', and there 
is likely to be a greater elimination in the future. The 
agitations about the Federal authorities declaring the 
city dry may become effective, when the income from, 
that source will be stopped altogether. The auditor, 
in a letter to the Board of Supervisors, explains his 
failure to figure on an increase in the police force be- 
cause'of the entrance of the Federal authorities upon 
the scene, who "have not only afforded relief in speci- 
fied districts, but have .constituted a valuable and ef- 
fective factor in the elimination of crime and the ac- 
cessories which contribute to its spread." 
This is not 


noticeably tickling the police authorities, though it 
was not intended as a reflection. 
One point made, 


howrever, must stir simebody up to thinking. It con- 
cerns the great success of the Federal authorities with 
the income tax, w-here city representatives 
couldn't 


find anything taxable. 
One case is referred to where 


the Federal government collected an enormous income 
tax while the parties had "failed to report to the city 
stocks valued in excess of §000,000." That was a nice 
way to put it, and failed to fetch in the assessor or 
anybody. 
But the Board is to finally pass upon the 


budget, and how it will emerge remains to be seen. 
Hillis' Lectures 


Not all of the present generation know that Eev. 


Dwight Hillis, who delivered two lectures at Scottish 
Eite Hall last Sunday, is the successor of Henry Ward 
Beecher, the best known pulpit orator that America 
ever produced. 
Not many are able, through baring 


heard both of them, to compare their forensic abilities. 
Those who enjoyed that experience will say that Hillia 
has the power to s.tir men as had his famous predeces- 
sor, though not as deeply, and that his patriotism ia 
of the same intense quality. 
Beecher was sent to 


England in the first years of the civil war to win over 


ominously received at Manchester, where the cotton in- 
dustry languished on account of the shutting off of 
raw material from the South.

eloquence and earnestness he brought them around. 
His platform efforts that Avere at first received with 
threats finally evoked applause, and the situation was 
much ameliorated.

ADMIRE BELGIANS. 


Admiration felt by the men of the 
A. B. F. for Belgium is expressed in 
the following editorial tribute to the 
heroic little country: "Most of us In 
the A. E. F. have, by reason of our 
geographical situation In France, seen 
too little of our Belgian Allies. We 
know that Belgium is still on the bat- 
tle line; that her gallant little army, 
after nearly four years of gruelling 
punishment, is still clinging staunchly 
to that little strip of territory to the 
northwest—all of Belgium that re- 
mains untouched by the Prunsslan 
tiger's talons. But we all of us recall 
with reverence and awe, the nobly de- 
fiant answer which her king gave to 
the Hun In 1914, the gallant defense 
of civilization which she made In the 
dark days of that fateful August. 


"France we know and love and re- 
spect by reason of our battle-comrad- 
ship with her fighting men.

The hatred they express for the 
Bolshevikl indicates that they would 
do anything to counteract Bolshevik! 
Influence. All of those with whom 
the Associated Press correspondent 
has talke'd have been intensely pro- 
Entente. What is to become of them 
Is one of the problems Russia will 
have to face in the future. 
Large numbers of them, in a pitiful 
state, are flocking into Harbin from 
all parts of Siberia. Many are without 
funds and the majority are poorly 
clad. They range in rank from lieu- .- 
tenants to generals and come from j 
the finest Russian stock. 


Most of them have come from the 
large military centers in Siberia, from 
which thsy have escaped only after 
undergoing great hardship' and much 
suffering. Most of those interviewed 
have related 
the most harrowing- 
stories of murder and atrooities. 
They explained that when the 


Bolsheviki agents ha'd succeeded in 
converting the soldiers to their cause, 
the first move was to shoot the offi- 
cers in command, and in many in- 
stances their families were treated in 
the same manner, or worse. In some 
regiments., where a certain semblance 
of discipline remained, the officers 
were at first only degraded and set 
to do the most menial tasks. The 
Indignities, however, 'became so bad 
that many officers committed suicide, 
The military centers such as Ir- 
kutsk, Vladivostok, Chita, Harborovsk 
and Blagoveschensk are so widely dis- 
tributed that the journey to Harbin Is 
a very long one, with the result that 
many of those attempting to escape 
were murdered en route, although 
every form of disguise was used. 


The local military organization In 
Harbin is doing everything In its 
power to assist these refugee officers. 
Of the best families in Russia, and 
having been trained and educated 
solely with a view to becoming offi- 
cers, they are not fitted to earn their 
living in any other walk of life.

The total value of domestic manufactures ex- 


ported from the United States in the calendar year 
1914 was less than $1,000.000,000 and in the cal- 
endar year 1917 was over §4,000,000,000. Export* 
of domestic manufactures frcm the United States, 
including in this figure the two groups "manufac- 
tures for manufacturing'' and "manufactures ready 
for use" aggregated 5n the calendar year 1914 
§973,994,000 and in 1917 §4,018,000,000, and while 
much of this increase went to Europe in the form 
of war munitions there were also large increases 
in other classes of manufactures exported. 


With the increasing demand of the non-manu 


facturing world for the product of our factories, 
South America, Asia, Africa and Oceania have 
given us a much larger percentage of their import 
trade than formerly, and with Europe's demand 
for our grains and meats and war munitions, we 
are also supplying to that continent a largely in- 
creased percentage of its imports. 
In the year 


prior to the war the United States supplied about 
13 per cent of the imports of Europe; 16 per cent 
01 those of Gonth America; 7 per cent of those of 
Asia; 5 per cent of those of Africa and 12 per cent 
of those of Oceania. In 1917, as nearly as c$n be 
estimated from the figures thus far received, and 
a comparison of our own exports therewith, we 
supplied over SO per cent of the imports of Europe; 
practically 20 per cent of those of Asia and 
Oceania; 10 per cent of those of Africa and nearly 
"50 per cent of those of South America. 
To our 


neighbors of the Sorth American continent we for- 
merly supplied about GO per cent of their imports, 
but in 1917 our share greatly increased, reaching 
approximately 80 per cent.

news it received of the recent earthquake in Ariz- 
ona and Southern California.

fornia does not usually do much trembling," says 
this Iowa vulture, "Except at the thought that the 
corn fed Iowa farmers may cease emigrating. Now, 
however, its dream of immunity is ended. 
It has 


been shaken until its teeth nearly dropped out." 


The Des Moines paper made further ventures in 


fiction and perpetrated the statements that North- 
ern California is visited by earthquakes every tno 
or three days and that Iowa had had a very 
pleasant winter except a slight cold spell in De- 
cember. The first falsehood requires no attention 
except in the sense that it identifies the character 
of one of the leading newspapers of the middle- 
west 
The second, referring to Iowa weather, wns 


placed in significant juxtaposition to the following 
editorial paragraph: 


•'Truly, as one Des Moines man remarked the 


other day, 'What's the use of turning the clocks 
ahead an hour when the weather man sets us back 
two months?"'

The amount of alimony that should be allowed

- Seiberllng, president of the Goodyear Tire 


and Rubber Company of Akron, Ohio, and 
president of the Lincoln Highway Asso- 
ciation, and R. D. Chap'n, president o£ 
the Hudson Motor Car Company of De- 
troit, Mich., chairman 'of the Highway 
Transport Committee lit .the Council of 
National Defense and vice president of 
the Lincoln Highway Association. 


Mr. Chapln delivered an address in 


which he outlined the important work of 
the 
Highways 
Transport 
Committee 


which is serving to facilitate transporta- 
tion needs through the extension of the 
use of the motor truckfor the overland 
hauls to relieve the railroads of their 
present staggering burden of traffic. 


Mr. Seiberling spoke of the Highways ' 


Transportation problems of the day, say- 
Ing In part: ' 
' 


'.:"We need, and should have at once, 


created and empowered by proper legis- 
lation, a strong, independent Federal 
Highway Department, adequately sup- 
plied with money and with broad discre- 
tionary powers over its expenditures and 
so organized that it could make a thor- 
ough survey of the requirements of mo- 
tor truck transportation and dictate to 
the State, county and township road- 
constructing units upon what roads -their 
money should be expended. By thus cor- 
relating the efforts of all of our road- 
constructing agencies an dbeing in a po- 
sition to supply additional funds where 
needed to ausmcr.t O'.e 1c~~! f!TTnn«s, to 
bring about a uniform, continuous sys- 
teni connecting our mai ncities—connect- 
ing our mines and farm sand factories 
with our ports, such a Federal Depart- 
ment would be of the greatest possible 
benefit to the country and accelerate 
tremendously, and at once, measures for 
transportation relief. 


"Our total expend! tur efor roads, ac- 


cording to the figures of the office of 
Public Roads of the Department of Agri- 
culture, has been for several years Past 
over $250,OOO.OCh a year, and yet only 
approximately 10 per cent of the total 
mileage of roads in the United States has 
received any attention whatever, and less 
than two-thirds of that 30 per cent is in 
any way adequate for the type of trans- 
portation we have been considering. Fur- 
ther, even this proportionately small mile- 
age of road improvement does not iinK 
•up to form what can be called a road sys- 
tem. It is scattered; its usefulness for 
Interstate freight transportation is negli- 
gible. 
An immediate building program, 


designed to connect up existing scattered 
constructions, is essential. 
"It is estimated that approximately 40 


per cent of our roads will carry from SO 
to SO per cent of our traffic: or. in other 
words, 400,000 mijps or so of permanently 
and properly constructed ronds in the 
right place in this country wouid prac- 
tically complete our nrrpwarv highways. 
At tha same rate of expenditure, this na-

There is little serious complaint to be 
laid against wooden wheels, when they 
are made of the proper grade of hickory. 
In rare cases wooden wheels do disinteg- 
rate and literally fall to pieces under 
eome excessive strain or heavy Impact. 
The common failing of wooden -wheels is 
to develop an extremely annoying squeak 
and this may be cured by driving In 
•wedges where the spokes have loosened 
near the hub. 
Most owners neglect to give any atten- 
tion to the hub bolts of their wooden 
•wheels. These bolts pass through the 
wheel and retain the fcub plate in posi- 
tion. 
In the case of! the rear wb4els 
the hub bolts hold the brake drum also. 
If these bolts are permitted to become 
loose, the condition will very probably 
throw the -wheel out of alignment and 
cause difficulty in driving, not to mention 
eicesslv* tire wear. 


REAL REASON. 
Th» real reason wny the wooden wheel 
!• likely to be superceded ib bimuiy Uis 
increasing difficulty of securing an ade- 
quate Amount of second-growtn hickory, 
th« particular grade of wood that gives 
th» best results. At the present rate, it 
will not be many years before this grade 


• of hickory will be more expensive than 
other wheel building materials, when no 
refcl reason for retaining the 
wooden 
wheels will remain. 
At the present time the closest rival 
of the bickory wheel In passenger 
car 
design Is the wire wheel. This part Ja a 
radical ^advance over the oiiginal wire 
wheel, which was adopted almost with- 
out change from bicycle practice. Scien- 
tific design has produced a wheel with 
wire spokes, having all the strength and 
then eome, of the best hickory, in addi- 
tion other characteristics of superiority 


„ are claimed for the wire wheel by its 
adherents, which at any rate entitle it to 
a careful hearing in the final court of 
motordom. 
In the first place it is claimed that by 
reason of the many points at which the 
rim of the wire wheel is supported, as 
against the ten or twelve auch points in 
the hickory wheel, that the former is 
T i the more tenacious in keeping its shape. 
i»The argument is that the wooden wheel 
' gradually assumed more or less of a 
polygon shape, which accentuates 
tire 
wear 
Further it is claimed that the 
metal better rediates the heat inevitably 
generated by the tire m running, than 
i 
does wood, which is a poor heat conduc- 
I. tor, acting in fact rather as an insulator 
In the wire wheel there is never any an- 
noyance from 
squeaking induced 
by 


loosened spokes.

However, it is necessary to keep wire 
wheels in proper order, not to permit the 
enamel to crack off at the nippies, as rust 
is likely to form In such a case and

CAREFUL- -INSPECTION. 


• Owners of cars fitted with w're wheels 


f should give them a careful inspection 
' every three weeks, if not oftener, to see 
that no spokes are loose or bent and that 
no rust has formed around the nipples. 
One type of wire wheel has a serrated] 
drive and the serrations must be Jeep t i 
perfectly clean. If one oC these should 
be badly nicked, there will be trouble in 
mounting the wheel. If rust starts to 
form on the driving surface, kerosene 
or oil should be applied at once to stop 
it Within the past year or two there 
has been a noticeable tendency to cover 
the outsides of wire wheels with metal 
discs. This gives an additionally attract- 
ive appearance and prevents the forma- 
tion of mud deposits between the spokes 
In European countries, the problem of 
securing satisfactory grades of wood for 
use in wooden wheels, has been more dif- 
ficult than our own. . As a consequence 
engineers over there have long experi- 
mented with other types of wheels. To- 
day wire wheels «r» the rule In England 
and France and "they have branched off 
Into experiments with other metal types 
Pressed and cast steel wheels ha\e 
achieved a real vogue in England, not 
onlv for trucks but for passenger cars as 
well In appearance these wheels are just 
the same as our wooden artillery wneels 
In the designs of today these steel wheels 
are just as light as our wooden ones, 
they are stronger, their heat radiating 
qualities are superior and many compet- 
ent authorities hold that they are to be 
the ultimate type of -wheel. 
Ttiere Is 
certainly every reason to give this opin- 
ion a respectful hearing.

MORTGAGE FORECLOSURE AFFECTS 


RIGHTS OF THE LESSEE, LAW HOLDS 


(Ninety-seventh case in a scries of recent real estate decisions affecting 
agents and owners, summarized for 
The 


TRIBUNE

law at the University of California.)

lished In The TRIBUNE- on May 3, 1914, 
the importance and value of a lease were 
pointed out, and it was therein stated 
that a lease is Just as Important an in- 
strument as a deed, and is not tile tri- 
vial thing that 
many 
seem to con- 


sider it. 


In the execution of an important lease, 


the lessee often overlooks the fact that 
the condition of his lessor's-title to the 
land, particularly in reference to mort- 
gages or deeds of trust, may possibly 
affect him and the continuance of the life 
of his lease. 


The case of Union OH Company of 


California vs. Mercantile Trust Company 
and others, decided November 14, 1917, 
by the California Supreme court, shows 
the effect that a prior mortgage or deed 
of trust may have upon the rights of a 
lessee. 


FORECLOSURE PROCEEDINGS. 


.The original action was brought by 


Mercantile Trust Company to foreclose 
a mortgage or deed of trust made by 
Sunset Road Oil Company to the trust 
company to secure an issue-of bonds. 


Union Oil Company of California was 


one of the defendants named In the com- 
plaint as having some interest In the 
property subsequent to and subordinate 
to the mortgage or trust deed, and the 
complaint prayed that the interest of Uie 


the holders of all bonds without in any 
way recognizing the alleged rights of the 
lessee. 


Subsequently the Union Oil Comnanj 


made a motion In the Superior court of 
Kern county for a new trial, and-this 
motion was granted 
by 
that 
court. 


Whereupon the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany and other interested parfies ap- 
pealed to the California Supreme court, 
and a very exhaustive opinion ^as ren- 
dered November 14. 1917, in that court 
after a hearing, in oank. 


SUPREME COURT STATES RULE. 
The 
opinion 
was written b'" Justice 


Sioss and is in part as follows. 


"The mortgage was prior to the lease, 


and, in the absence of equitable grounds 
sufficient to overcome this lesa' status. 
a foreclosure sale would, of course, end 
the leasehold interest. . . . " 


After deciding that a foreclosure pro- 


ceeding was proper, the opinion of the 
Supreme court continues: 


"We pass to the consideration of the 


second and 
more important 
question, 


i. e., whether the Union Oil Company 
made out a case which, under any ra- 
tional view of the evidence, would have 
justified the court In holding that its 
rights wero superior to those of the 
plaintiff, as trustee, or of any of the 
holders of bonds

Ing the strongest of all the varied BUJH- 
mer courses, as has been the custom in 
the past, German has been reduced to the 
weakest place in the course of study ar- 
ranged for this year's summer session at 
the University of California, which opens 
on June 24. 
Where heretofore the course'in German 


has been divided into some 25 branches, 
covering all phases of instruction, litera- 
ture and drama, but six of these will b» 
given tlui year. 


As the result of action taken by teach- 
ers in \arious parts of the state, the 
usual summer course for the preparation 
foi tca.v.Urs of German hr.: ^ce" ^r^rr"" 
entirely. 
Ojily the bare rudiments of 


the language will be taught by the small 
staff of teachers engaged to supervise 
this branch of the university's summer, 
curriculum. All studv of German litera- 
ture, cln-sslcs, composition, prose, fiction 
and drama have been elmiiiMted Jium 
the course of study. 
In Los Angeles, where a summer ses- 
sion -will be inaugurated this year under 
the auspices of the univers'ty, German 
has been barred entirely from the course 
of- study. Los Angeles educators working 
with the univeisity officials have re- 
fused to sanction tlie instruction of Ger- 
man in any form in the south this year.

of the 


strongest courses of the summer work in 
Berkeley, 
This year but few inquiries 
have

branch of the curriculum and the courses 
have been dropped by common consent. 
Herman J. AVeber, associate professor 


of German at the University of California, 
will head this year's b-jmnier work in 
that language, while his assistants ar<» 
to be Paul Schneidei, Ph D., Kurt Hel- 
ler and Charles H. Jordan, all of the 
university staff
